REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
The Examiner subjected claims 1-54 to a restriction requirement. The 
Examiner stated that the application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct inventions: 

I. Claims 1-26, drawn to a system for performing automatic pacing 
optimization for different heart ranges, classified in class 607, subclass 
14; 

II. Claims 27-45, drawn to a system for reducing motion artifacts 
including monitoring a patient's heart rate, classified in class 600, 
subclass 513; and 

III. Claims 46-54, drawn to a system for performing pacing interval 
optimization without monitoring a patient's heart rate, classified in 
class 607, subclass 9. 

The Examiner required Applicant under 35 U.S.C. §121 to restrict the 
application to one of the above inventions. 

Applicant has elected Invention I for prosecution on the merits, without 
traverse, and has accordingly withdrawn claims 27-54. 
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Applicant believes that the above remarks are fully responsive to the Office 
Action dated August 1 1 , 2006.
